2. An Investigation by a 


presidential board of three 
which would be under Instruc- 
tions to make recommenda- 
tions within 60 days for a 
•etttement of the mine con- 
tract dispute. 


Neither side would be bound 


to accept the board's recom- 
mendations. 


The president asked for re- 


plies to his proposal by noon 
Saturday, Feb. 4.

Plane Crashes 
While Hunting 
For Lost C-47 


Whitehorse, Y. T., Jan. 
31— 


(AP)—A search pilot, his face 
broken and bloody, fought through 
deep snow and tangled forest late 
yesterday to report his plane had 
crashed 21 miles to the south. 
Three of the men he left behind 
were injured. He said the two 
others were "all right." 


The U. 8. Air Fore* C-47 went 


down while engaged in the north 
country's greatest aerial mercy 
mission—the hunt for a USAF 
C-54 which dropped from sight 
last Thursday with 44 persons 
aboard. 


Lt. Charles R. Harden, pilot of 


the C-47 which arrived here Sun- 
day from Elmendorf Field, An- 
chorage, Alaska, was brought in 
last night by two civilian employ- 
es of the U. S. Engineers. They 
picked him up on the narrow car- 
cross road 21 miles below this 
principal Yukon air base. 


"My plane is down," he wearily 


told search officials. He placed 
the crash scene as-five miles east 
of the spot where he was found. 


A ground rescue crew headed by 


Lt. Edwin Gulzinski, .Camp Car- 
son, Colo., left immediately for the 
site. They were expected to reach 
the survivors sometime this morn- 
ing.

Planes circled over the wreckage 


throughout the night to assure the 
men that help was on the way.

ments with hydrogen would seem 
to imply that if President Tru- 
man gives the go-ahead signal to 
his atomic team, the scientists 
have some of the plans worked 
out on the blackboard and are 
ready to applv them towards see- 
ing if they can develop a practi- 
cal wea pon. 


Reported progress on 
improv- 


ing and increasing the supply or 
orthodox weapons would not have 
to go as lost labor. The unoffi- 
cial view is that the only conceiv- 
able way of touching off a hydro- 
gen bomb would entail use of the 
explosion of a uranium or plu- 
tonium bomb as a "booster" or 
"primer" for the H-bomb.

Thus, whatever 
improvements j 


may have been made in the bombs j 
dropped on Japan, they would just 
increase the wallop of a perfected 
H-bomb, with an orthodox bomb 
"built m."

British Election To Be a Contest 


Britain's five-year experiment in socialism faces its first 


test Feb. 23. The United States and the rest of the world 
will be watching keenly the outcome of the general elections 
set for that date. 


The Labor party was catapulted into power on July 5, 


1945, by a 200-seat margin in the House of Commons. With 
that sweeping mandate, it proceeded to nationalize the coal 
Industry, electric utilities, the railroads, most civil aviation 
and some truck lines. It laid the ground for government 
ownership of the steel business. The controversial national 
health service was created. 


Whichever way the Feb. 23 election goes, wild claims and 


counter-claims as to its meaning are sure to be flung about. 
So it is well to be clear what reaUy will be at issue. 


The Labor party proposes to continue socializing Britain 


by extending government control to tte cement, sugar and 
meat distribution industries and possibly others. 


Under 'Winston Churchill's leadership, the Conservative 


party does not propose to restore to private ownership any 
industry now run by the government. 
Nor does it plan to 


toss out the health and other social services which in this 
country would be called "welfare state" measures. The Con- 
servatives actually promise more such services. 


On the other hand, they do intend to scrap nationaliza- 


tion of steel (set to take effect Jan. 1, 1951) and to bar any 
further socializing of industry. And they pledge lower taxes 
and government expenditures. 


So the question is not maintenance of the welfare state, 


nor of such socialism as already exists. The issue in this 
voting test will be whether or not to EXTEND socialism. 


Predicting the winner would be hazardous. Since cap- 
turing 393 of 640 House seats in 1945, Labor has won all 35 
of the special elections held to fill vacancies. That would 
suggest its chances of staying in power another five years 
are good. 


As compared with 1945 majorities, however, Labor's win- 


ning margins in these special elections have declined. Some 
British newspapers consider the drop sufficient to overturn 
the party if the same results are projected nationwide in the 
general election. 


The Conservatives find further encouragement in the 


sharp swing away from Labor in last year's local elections 
and the recent public opinion polls showing a loss of popular- 
ity for the Labor regime. 


But no one can be sure what these signs really portend. 


A switch of just five of six per cent of the vote to the Con- 
servative side could put that party back in power by a com- 
fortable parliamentary margin. But Labor could see its ad- 
vantage cut by two or perhaps three per cent without losing 
the reins. It's a contest.

We who were called red-baiters

Frankfurter testified for Hiss in 
his first trial, Thomas Murphy, 
the prosecuting attorney 
asked 


him whether he had recommend- 
ed Lee Pressman for a job in the 
Labor Relations Board, which, by 
the way, was itself a veritable 
Communist cell. 
Pressman had 


refused to say on oath whether 
he was a member of the Com- 
munist party. 
Frankfurter was 


spared the necessity of answering 
whether he had planted him in tha 
Roosevelt government among so 
many other Harvard happy hot 
dogs.

Best Climate for Sinus Sufferers Has To Be
